Musket Drill by Minute Men 


Will Re-enact 
Concord March 


For the second time in two hundred years Minute Men of Wilmington 
will march to Concord, on April 19th. 

The Wilmington Company of Minute Men marched, on April 19th, 
1775, under command of Captain Cadwallader Ford Jr., and partici- 
pated in the battle with British forces at Merriam’s Corner, and 
then on to the Charlestown lines. This year only two of the Wilming- 
ton Minute Men are to make the march, on foot. The rest are to 
proceed by the more conventional auto. 

It is not known at this writing who the two Wilmington Minute Men 
will be, to march to Concord on April 19th., but they will assemble 
on the Common at 3 a.m. to start their second history making hike. 

The march will be along Route 62, which may or may not have 
been the route of the original company, on’ the first march. The Wil- 
mington Minute Men are to be provided with, (so their commander 
states) a plentiful supply of Baldwin Apples, or a suitable substitute. 


Fifes and drums are to be sound- 
ing all over Middlesex County this 
weekend and next Monday, as the 
“Colonials” of every village and 
town assemble for a very busy 
weekend, commemorating Heri- 
tage Week and the 196th anniver- 
sary of the start of the Revolu- 
tionary War. 

The start will be Saturday. The 
Wilmington Minute Men will par- 
ticipate ina. Pole. cere- 
Bedford Green, and then 
Comer in Concord, 
to participate in ceremonies at 
the original site where the Wil- 
mington Minute Men first entered 
into battle. 

At the conclusion of the Mer- 
riam’s Corner ceremonies the 
entire group of Minute Men 
Companies are to go down the 
Battle Road to Lincoln, where 
there is to be a re-creation of 
the capture of Paul Revere, and 
then on to Fiske's Hill, for the 
age old ceremony, of Lexington 
and Concord Passing the Flag. 

Saturday evening the Chelmsford 
Minute Men are to have a Light- 
ing of the Liberty Tree ceremony, 
with the hanging of colonial 
lanterns, to be followed by a 


Colonial Ball 
Ecumenical Service 

Sunday morning, in the Metho- 
dist Church, the members of the 
Wilmington Company of Minute 
Men and their ladies and families 
are to take part in an Ecumenical 
service. The first sermon 
preached to the Minute Men. 196 
years ago, was by a Reverend 
Mr. Stone of Boston, who came 
to Wi on horseback to 
address the Minute Men on the 
fourth of April, 1775. 

Sunday afternoon should prove 
to be most interesting. A Musket 
Drill is scheduled by the Wilming- 
ton Company of Minute Men, be- 
fore the start of the Lacrosse 
Game. 


Sunday evening will be at the 
annual Minute Men Ball in Con- 
cord, 8 p.m. to midnight, during 
which there will be a march of 
the various companies to Wright's 
Tavern, to greet Dr. Prescott, 
the Boston Out-Rider bearing the 
Governor's Proclamation 

After the two Wilmington Min- 
ute Men start their march to 
Concord on Monday morning 
they will be followed by the rest 


of the company, who will assemble 
at a more normal hour, 7:30 a.m., 
at the tomb of Captain Ford, the 
brick “chimney” in the ceme- 
tery, near the Town Hall. to pay 
their respects to the first Cap- 
tain of the Wilmington Minute 
Men. They will then drive to 
Concord, looking for the two

It will all be. the Wilmington 
Minute Men say, just a prelude 
to the 15th of June - when they 
are going to Bunker Hill to really 
fight those British! !

Bills from Reading Light have doubled, the Selectmen 
were told by Frank Yentile of Lowell Street, Monday 


night. 


Without adding any extra services Mr. Yentile found 
that he was paying for twice as many kilowatt hours, the 


Selectmen heard. His bill, 


in Kilowatt Hours, had not 


varied plus or minus 200 hours in twenty years, and now 
it has doubled. Yentile said that the Reading Light Com- 
pany sent out a technician who had checked his meter, 
and found nothing wrong. The check, he said, took about 


five minutes. 


The Chairman, Bruce MacDonald. 


told Mr. Yentile 


that the Selectmen have already been discussing the 


electric light situation, and 


under instructions to consult 


that the Town Manager is 
with Ken Gaw. General 


Manager of Reading Light, and arrange for Mr. Gaw to 


attend a Selectmen’ 


meeting 


Yentile was reminded 


that there are surcharges now, because of the extra 
costs of fuel oil, brought on by the ecological demands 


for sulphurtess fuel 


That was not his problem. Mr. 
Yentile said. His problem was 
that his usage of kilowatt hours 
had doubled, for no. apparent 
cause. The bill jumped from 755 
to 1455 kilowatt hours in two 
months - and it had also jumped 
for the neighbors. The Reading 
Light. Yentile said, had tried to 
“give me a line” that it was the 
coldest winter in years - “until 
told them that I used gas heat

MacDonald decided. He told Mr 
Yentile to go see Mr. Gaw. who 
Yentile was assured, “would be 


responsive 

Mr. Yentile’s problem was one 
of several discussed by the Se 
lectmen at the end of their meet 
ing on Monday night. 

Selectman Jim Banda wants the 
Selectmen to discuss with the

What is wrong with the United 
States today? What is wrong with 
everyone in our home town and 
people all over the country? We 
as Americans are supposed to 
have the most civilized and fair 
country in the world and yet inci- 
dents such as the court martial 
and conviction of Lt. Calley can 
happen within our society. 

We feel Lt. Calley has committe: 
no crime and whatever his actions 
were they were in the line of 
duty. Since he has been convicted 
we feel that every American is 
also guilty for their own actions 
in supporting the war whether it 
be a military man actively serv- 
ing in Viet Nam or every man and 
woman that indirectly supports 
the war effort from behind the 
political and economic security 
of US. business or statehouse 
walls. 

It is a sick nation that can put 
all of the guilt and blame for the 
war on one man's shoulders. 
Shall it go down in history that 
the U.S. used a scapegoat as a 
cheap political justification for 
what every American is guilty 
of?

Reports from San Antonio,-Tex. 
say local peace groups would 
sponsor a march to protest what 
they called making a scapegoat of 
Calley. The V.F.W. also pledged 
its support of Calley if he appeals 
to President Nixon or the Su: 
preme Court 

We personally hope more peo- 
ple will join in this effort 

We as professional military men 
feel that the decision on Calley’s 
conviction is a personnal affront 
to us, We feel that since his con: 
viction we can no longer trust 
the American people for any kind 
of backing on any decisions we 
may be called upon to make in 
this or any other war. Even to 
protect the welfare of our own 
men. This has seriously demoral- 
ized those of us presently serving 
in Viet Nam who could possibly 
find ourselves in a similar 
situation where a decision under 
stress could subject us to the 
same treatment as Calley 

When will the people of our 
country awaken to the fact that 
people of the military are no 
different than) themselves with a 
job to accomplish that is dictated 
to us by the people we serve. 

‘The American Gl of today is no 
longer the fair-minded hero of 
yesterdays world, but a somewhat 
overworked, underpaid and often 
abused member of todays world. 
‘The military is often feit to be a 
burden to society, a burden that 
is inflicted with the guilt and con 
sciences of the people and to be 
used as a scapegoat for American 
ills. This is well exemplified in 
the court martial and conviction of 
Lt, William Calley. 

We welcome all opinions on this 
matter and will attempt to answer 
all serious comments.

P.S. You may be interested in 
knowing what I've been doing for 
the past ten years. After a five 
year struggle with college I went 
to work for Sanders Associates 
as a computer systems engineer. 
It “was a challenging job that 
sent me travelling all over the 
this country and for § months to 
London, After seven years of 
marriage to (name omitted, Ed.), 
also a, WHS graduate, and 2 chil- 
dren, now 5 and 6 respectively, 
I (we) entered into a group mar- 
riage with another couple with 
whom we had quickly become 
very close. 

‘This took place about 14 months 
ago, Our four-marriage, as we 
call .it, is a real spiritual |ife- 
time commitment involving two 
men and two women, It is a pow: 
erful tool for the personal growth 
of each of us; the high energy of 
four people in agreement to share 
and love helps us work out and 
conquer jealousy, anger, pos 
sessivenes 

After forming our four-mar- 
riage, it became clear that we 
had to change our life style. The 
pressure and draining effect of 
working for corporate business 
did not allow us the time together 
we needed for working things 
out. Finally, last April, we quit 
our jobs, bought a 1951 Mack 
school bus, fitted it out as a 
travelling home, sold everything 
we had (cars, televisions, ste- 
reo, records, refrigerators, 
washers & dryer, clothes, books.

in the Town Crier on April 1, 
¢+ Playschool would like to make the 
following reply 

Playschool was formed by a 
group of concerned mothers 
volunteering to give the children 
of Wilmington the opportunity to 
meet and play with children their 
own age: There were three stip- 
ulations which were mandatory 
and agreed upon at registration. 

First, was age. The child must 
be five years old by December, 
1970, 

Second. there would have to be 
a fee of $2 weekly - one dollar 
being given to. the respective 
churches for the use of their 
facilities; the second dollar used 
to buy juice. cookies, toys and 
supplies for the children. 

Third was mother participation. 
This would include anything that 
the teacher or assistant felt 
necessary to insure the class 
functioning as a class - passing 
out supplies and snacks, button- 
ing and booting, keeping relative 


, calm, ete. In this particular case, 


the teacher has a year old son; 
without someone to help, her 
class would have to be cancelled 
Mothers with younger children 
are invited to bring their children 
that day, or make arrangements 
for another day - we are very 
flexible 

Only two children to date have 
been denied, both for the same 
reason. the refusal of their 
mothers to participate. We re- 
sent the implication that we are 
denying these two chilredn; their 
mothers have done this by their 
refusal to participate, As to 


answering the question "Why 
can't I go to Playschool any- 
more?". perhaps these ladies 


would explain to their children 
that they were too busy to give 
this one morning to Playschool 
‘They have also been told the chil- 
dren will be welcomed back when 
arrangements to participate are 
made. 

It has also come to our attention 
one of these children did not meet 
the age requirement 

Of the approximately one hun- 
dred children involved, these are 
the only two whose mothers 
have refused to meet the neces- 
sary requirements 

We involved in Playschool are 
very proud of what we have been 
able to give to these children.
